Fanny Janausohsk Wil announcad Lo nppmu‘-‘
im our midat, and 1t was olaimed for her tha
shs exoolied in dramatio abllity every other
tr wre dlsnne upon the stage, the announcament
wan recelved with gome distrast on the part of
she punlie DBy this theory anlone are we
able to account for a -single vacant soat
at {he Chesnut Streot Theatre, on the oocnsion
of her Nirst appearanoe before a Philadelphia
andlence last evening. The publle had bown
fally apprised of her merlis, for from her fret
appearance In New York she has atirnetod
overwhelming bonses, holding them &pell
pound by the startiing energy of her personfi-
tions, Bhe was greeled last evening by a large
and appreclative nudience, and the effect pro-
duced was bnt a repeiition of her irlumphs on
the Now York stage. From Lhe beginning to
the end of the pluy the enlhusiasin WAs un-
pounded, the andlence malntainlng usaally tha
most decorous sllunos during the performance,
but at the fall of the curtuin at the closeof ench
set glviog vent to thelr grest ratlsfaction by
unbonnded applause, which imperatively da-
manded the reappearannuce of the herolue ol the
pvening. And wo bave no hesitation in saying
that Mad'lle Janauschek faiwrly morited this
decided ovatlon.

The drama placed on the stage was the Medea
of Gritlparger, In which the old story of Lhe
Qolden Flesce has been wrought out in a man-
ner which differs malerinlly from the English
yorslon, as well as from the Itallan, with which
we have of late been made famillar by the
aeting of Itistorl, The most nolable divergenoce
from tte other renderings is in the absenoce of
»Qrpheus,” the protactor of “Medea” from un-
propitious fates. If anything, thls omission 1is
an improvement, for it glves more decislon and
greater alrength lo the prominent role of Lhe
play, and demands an inoreased versatillty in
fhe personator of that role. Helpless, forsaken
by “Juson,” pursuced with uorelenting hate by
gods and men alike, Lhe characier of “afeden
18 deprived of much of Itsusual barbarily, is
made more human and less feroclous; and Lhe
sbrong love of couniry and earnest devoilon bo
she welfare 0t her obildren which pervade 1t
appenl irresistibly to the sympathies of avery
sudllor. Mlle Janauschek's coneceplion of this
difMcalt and Imposing character 1s wonderfally
falthfol. Hhe does not storm and rave, but, de-
spite the harshness of her fate, I8 still homan,
and womanly withal, Her personal appearance
adds mueh to her rendition of the role. Of large,
but fair and graceful person; with a prepossessing
eountenance, over which she exercises un-
pounded confrol; and wilh eyes thal express
all the varied emotions and passions of her
moul, she stands before ler andience a life-like
impersonation of the crude geanlleness of the
karsh age which the drama affoets to represent
Among the most noticeabls polnts In the
yopre entation ef “Medea’ Is the Interview, in
she second act whih she holds with “Creusa,"”
the gentle daughter of the King of Corlath,
when the latter attempta to instruct her in the
art of playing upon the harp, that she may be
able Lo bring the charms of music Lo bear upon
the oalloug heart ol “Jason.,” The powerfal
workings of her hear!, wuen her children are
brought before her in the third aet, and she is
given the privilege of having one of them for a
gompanion in her banlghment, if elther will
ehoose Lo follow her, are BUiklpgly shiown as
mhe utters the pitiful lnmentation:—

“Die Kinder, meine Kinder! Tn ala sind's!
Das Elne'ge, whs mir bleibt anf disser Erde,
Verlookss Du meine Kindar? Lass ale los"

And again, in the same act, she gives the
kipg the lle with an emphasis that might well
plartle that potent personage, in the words;—

* Do luegst Du, falscher, ungerechier Koenlg,"

But we must forbear Lo follow *“Meden”
through the whole of her sorrowiul story, ns
we sbould ke, BSatlice It to say that M'lle
Junanschek's wonderful personation of this
eharacter 1s one of the most lmpassioned, aad
at the same time one of the most natuaral, that
has been scen upon the stage since the days of
Mrs. Siddons and Rachel,

The support given te the eeniral characler
a8t evening was admirable, especially that of
the two leading auxilinries, M'ile Binger as
“Gorea' and Mr. Scherenberg as “Jason.” Thoe
latter displayed dramiatle power of o high order
and rare cultivation,

About 12 o'clock M'lle Janausehsk wak the
reciplent of a flue Indoor serenade at the Con®
tinental Hotel. The “Junge Mmenuerchor,’
by whom |t was tendered, nssembled in one of
a long sulle of rooms, into whioh the greak
tragodienne was ushered. Afler she wasseated,
the “Mmnnerchor” rendered Beschnill's Ossia
in excellent style, Dr. Kellner then steppad
forward, and in the name of the“Junge Mmn.
nerchor,” na the répresentutives of the hundred
thousand Germans of the Siate of Ponusyl,
wania, tendered her a cordlal welcome to Phila.
delpiila. M’lle Janauschek redpondad by ex.
pressing her heartfeit thanks for this weloome,
aud the pleasure which she experienced in
being able to contribute somelhlng towards In-
